turns were satisfactory and that the Chicago 


\ssociation has been able to turn into the Na 
tional Association's treasury a larger sum than 
vas ever before realized at any convention. Chi 
cago stationers are gratified at the success of 
this event and the trade throughout the countr\ 
is to be congratulated that so much of prac 
tical value has been accomplished. While th 
‘onvention was devoted more strictly to business 
than preceding ones, there was enough enter 
tainment for all, and the many ladies who cam:

ness as the same has been established by the expe- 
rience of our members. The net prices, of course, 
will not appear in the manufacturers’ catalogues, 
and the recommended re-sale prices will be set forth 
in separate lists for easy reference. 

‘The study of each line and a conclusion as to 
fair quantity prices which ought to prevail will in- 
volve the closest co-operation on the part of the 
retail and manufacturing committees assigned to 
each division, and the compilation of figures alone, 
will be costly and perhaps tedious. 

“It seems almost unfair to this splendid task to 
state that the dues have been increased by only five 
dollars a year Your officers believe, however, that 
if the average growth in our membership is main- 
tained, the greatly enhanced service which the As- 
sociation will render can be supported by this small 
advance in dues, and in order that this confidence 
may not prove to have been misplaced, each retail 
dealer should at once assume the responsibility of 
providing at least one new member, to the end that 
our retail division may be increased by 100 per cent 
during the next few months and the Catalogue Com- 
mission may be assured of sufficient funds to hold 
the necessary meetings with various committees

Americans have never 
lacked it. Business has sometimes minimized tt, 
in contrast with shrewdness. The large busi 
nesses knew better, but they were large because 
the small businesses had not learned it. There 
was as much pure adventure as there was ac- 
quisitiveness in the rise of the large corporation. 
Conformity hobbled initiative. Or at least we 
persuaded ourselves that it did. 

Say what you like against war, it levels—up, 
and not down. It pitches the spirits at a higher 
angle. When we must, we know that we can. 
It does not matter whether the necessity be for 
a Second Draft or an unprecedented advertising 
campaign. The urge is there, and so is the r 
sponse. \nd that response is coutrage—the 
evervdav virtue which we had underrated in re- 
spect to intelligence itself. 

Our Allies have expressed much wonder at 
the stoical demeanor of the American troops at 
the front. Perhaps they had, unconsciously, 
been taking our measure from fictional swash 
bucklers of Dickens’ “American Notes.” They

a human necessity. And, like those French and 
Britons, we who wait our possible summons far 
from the trenches are perhaps amazed to see 
how quietly this America of ours is renewing 
the virtues of her early days—how truly the cur- 
rent runs from Saratoga and Valley Forge to 
you and me at the desk and the counter. For 
it is in crises like these that the Real emerges, 
and the passing values fade away, like the bleach- 
ing leaves of midsummer.

You know how this is. 
You often see a 


man who 
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has a pleasing personality—-who knows how to make 
people like him—getting on faster than some man who 
may seem a better workman. [ut—it is the man who 
is a first class workman—who knows most about his 
work—and who also has a pleasing personality and 
makes himself liked—who gets along fastest. 

I have never known any exceptions to this rule. It 
is always the same no matter what the work may be. 

Some people are very fortunate. 

They are born with pleasing personality. They have 
a natural or inborn desire to please. They want peop! ; 
to like them and, in consequence, they do everything 
in their power to make people like them. 

(thers are not so fortunate. 

They are not born with a pleasing personality. 

Therefore, if they would be successful—if they 
would get on in the world—they must cultivate a pleas 
ing personality. 

ilow can this be done: 

It is not so very difficult 

If you just stop to think, it is a matter of habit. 

If you get into the habit of being nice to people 
of always smiling and speaking pleasantly to them 
it will soon become a habit with you. You will do it 
naturally and this will draw friends to you. People 
will like you. This is what you want. For—it means 
success. 

(n the other hand, if you let yourself scowl at peo 
ple—if you speak crossly to them—and have a dis 
agreeable manner, seeming always to carry round “a 
grouch” with you, first you know, this will become a 
habit and habits, though easy to form, are very dif 
ficult to break. Being disagreeable will surely get you 
into trouble. People will resent your crossness. Thc:

A merry Englishman once said of a sad Scotchman 
that it would do him good to be soundly snowballed 
by a crowd of boys and then rolled downhill. What 
he meant was that too much thinking produces more 
melancholy than it does orders. Action is a march. 
Thinking is a rut. We have too humbly overestimated 
the reason—partly because, in business, we have Leen 
conscious that many of our courses are irrational 
and intuitive. But now come the newest thinkers and 
Say we are right. The poet who wrote, *Follow the 
gleam" was nearer Truth than the Human Scalpels 
who analyze it. For he saw the gleam, as well as be- 
lieved in it. So, one day, in the middle of a long con 
versation with that triple-ply customer, you suddenly 
saw just where to swing in a regiment of strong talk. 
It was talk backed up by facts. It was solid. It stood 
up. And it won. There was the gleam. That was 
the thing in life we can none of us explain, but which 


spells—in a second, sometimes—the difference between 


success and failure. The essence of it all is sensitive 
ness. And, next to that, faith in something outside 
yourself. Perhaps faith is the more important. We 
are all religious nowadays. That is, we al! recognize 

who recognize the sun in the sky—that the spiritual 
world is real. The men who surround you in your 
office are not the only personalities there.

Moreover, we are indebted to some of these and others for 
writing letters to those who have been slow in the payment of 
dues, and their kindness is very deeply appreciated and is thus 
publicly acknowledged 

Undoubtedly the most prominent change which has been made 
in the manner of administering the affairs of the Association is 
the plan proposed at the 1916 Convention, for making it possible 
for the manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers in the Asso- 
ciation to meet together as such and dis- 
cuss their own peculiar problems before 
calling upon the Association at large to 
take any specific action for the amelioration 
thereof To render this plan effective, the 
various committees from among the manu- 
facturers have been more active than dur- 
ing the first vear of their creation, and the 
trade committees among the retailers have 
discovered their fields of service to be more 
sharpiy defined than has been the custom 
heretofore The various conferences which 
have prececed the assembling of this Con- 
vention and which have been held as part 
of this Convention will be the subject of 
reports to be presented to you at this ses- 
sion, and it is the firm belief of your secre- 
tary that the operation of this plan will re- 
sult in the formulation of more carefully 
prepared recommendations, and, for that 
reason, more speedy adoption and operation 
thereof 

In view of the fact that the plan has been 
largely experimental during the past year, 
tt has been

inexpedient to suggest the 


permanency of operation This is a condi- 
tion which should have attention and I re 
spectfully suggest that the incoming Board of Control or the 
new Executive Committee be authorized to prepare and submit 
for adoption at the next convention a complete revision of our 
by-laws to embrace the changes in our methods of operation 
resulting from the adoption of the plan in question 

It is more than likely that increased burdens will be thrown 
upon the various committees among both the manufacturing 
and retail groups of our membership, and because of the con- 
scientious quality of the service heretofore rendered by all « 
our committees, the Association may well confide in their con 
tinued capacity to provide that machinery for closer co-opera 
tion which the necessities of our work will plainly indicate It 
may be doubted whether the Chairmen of our respective com- 
mittees receive the proper measure of appreciation from the 
Association of the services which they render from year to year,

to be referred to our Committee on Resolutions, and I tabulate 
the same for easy consideration as follows 

1. From the report of the Committee on Blank Books: 

“We. therefore, again recommend to the manufactureis that 
present conditions demand more than ever before, that certain 
numbers of blank books that either duplicate the use and grade 
of others, or that have only a limited demand, should be 
dropped entirely, and we suggest a series of conferences among 
blank book manufacturers this coming year to take up and 
solve this problem along with others. We believe that 9x11 
letter copying books should be abandoned altogether, and that 
only two thicknesses be made in stock-size letter copying 
books, namely, 500 and 1,000 pages, and make this recommenda. 
tion.” 

2. Committee on Engraving and Greeting Cards: 

“Resolved, That the manufacturers of greeting cards are 
hereby advised that the sale of Christmas and New Year cards 
to transient dealers, who open stores in several of the large 
cities during the months of November and December only, is 
calculated to undermine the sale of greeting cards by legitimate 
stationers and others who operate regular stores throughout 
the year, and are under a constant overhead expense in con- 
nection therewith, and the sale of greeting cards by such 
transient dealers is believed not to promote the broadest dis- 
tribution of the products of greeting card manufacturers.” 

These are the only matters which require affirmative action 
on the part of the Committee on Resolutions of this Association, 
and in connection with our committee reports I am directed to 
call attention to the following actions taken at our conference

port of the Committee on Loose Leaf Devices reading as follows

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS. 


Your Committee on Resolutions has duly taken under advise-

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STANDARDIZATION 


Mr. President and Gentlemen 

In these strenuous times of high mer- 
chandise cost and extreme difficulty in se- 
curing stock, the problem of securing the 
highest possible turnover and an ade- 
quate profit on every line handled by the 
stationer, particularly the commercial 
stationer, is of keener interest than ever 





before, though this has always been a 
vital problem not only in our line of busi- 
ness, but in other lines involving the buy- 
ing and selling of merchandise 

Your committee therefore has thought it 
proper to suggest to the convention a 
standard method for dividing into depart- 
ments the stock in the average stationery 
store, and of keeping track of the turn- 
oved in that particular department or di- 
vision, as well as the profit made in that 
division, and in addition to these im- 
portant features, to know at the end of 
the annual or semi-annual inventory la- 
bors how much stock you should have on 
hand in each of those divisions as well as 
in total, and thus be able to compare it 
with the amount actually on hand accord- 
ing to your detailed inventory, taken in 
such divisions 

We realize that some of our friends have strongly urged the 
keeping of a perpetual inventory in the commercial stationery 
business. Theoreticaliy this is a splendid proposition, but pra 
tically, it seems to your committee that the labor and expense 
of keeving it would probably be more than the benefit derived, 
especially as compared with the plan we are presenting and 
considering the tremendous number of small items handled in a 
stationery store 

For those of us having an office furniture and filing cabinet 
department, we do believe that in it a perpetual inventory 
entirely practical and desirable, but in that department, of 
course, there is nothing like the tremendous number of items 
involved as we find in the stationery or office supply depart 
ment Where a perpetual inventory is maintained in the office 
furniture department, the division totals can also be easily 
secured in that department, and will prove highly interesting 
and helpful to the head of the business and to the buyer as 
an aid in carefully proportioning his stock 

In installing such a system the first step is to decide into 
what divisions, or heads, the stock should be divided, and the 
following are suggested as a standard, which of course can 
be enlarged upon or reduced, as an individual business may re 
quire, but it is the thought of your committee that. if a stand- 
ard be followed so as to permit comparisons by the members 
in percentages if not in actual amounts, in the course of two 
or three years a standard for a well-balanced stock may be set 
up, which managers or buyers may take as a guide in their 
buying and maintenance of their stock

It is assumed the same number of articles are 
sold in each case.

Proposition—To add a line of merchandise with an estimated 
yearly sale of $20,000, at a gross profit of 25%. 

The average cost of doing business is 26%. An expense of 
$206 for interest on $3,432 additional investment, $2,500 for ad- 
ditional salesmen and $294 for additional incidental expenses 
would be incurred. A total direct expense of $3,000. 25% on 
sales makes a net earning of $2,000 as shown by the following 
chart, while an application of the 26% average cost of doing 
business would indicate a net loss of $200.

Should it therefore be sold for less than this amount 
which is 24 off list Should that bought at 40% off list be 
sold for less than 14% off and should that bought at 33144% off 
list be so'd i ss thar oft? 

Considering the question from this angle, the maximum dis- 
count that could be offered by the manager of this ideal busi- 
ness, for the irgest po ile sale ($200,000), relieving him of 
ill selling expense, wou!ld be 26% (his total overhead). To give 
1 greater discount would reduce his profit. How then can he 
afford to give greater dis int for any less purchase? 

The Feder Trade Commission in its pamphlet, “A System 
ot Accounts for Retail Merchants,” gives’ the following advice: 

‘A merchant in order to price his goods properly must know 
his overhead expense With a proper arrangement of his ac- 
counts the percentage of overhead may be readily obtained. 

“Note this significant tatement: Goods not priced high 
encugh to cover this percentage are actually sold at a loss.” 

To lower prices below cost with the hope of increasing the

ing fluid, in glass bottles packed in the usual package, will 
weigh 55 pounds. Therefore, 424c is directly added to the cost 
of this dozen quart bottles of ink if the price of the ink is 
$8.50, its real cost would appear in your card system as $8.92% 
per dozen; or if it were a dozen small bottles of glue, your card 
system would indicate that 3%c per dozen should be its share 
of freight cost; and you would figure all other items in a simi- 
lar manner 

In considering the subject of freight expense, your Commit- 
tee would remind you that the additional cost of cartage should 
not be overlooked, for hauling inks and mucilage, like trans 
portation charges, is comparatively more costly than similar 
charges on other stationery merchandise 

Breakage is another item connected with freight and haul 
ing that the observant stationer will find amounts to more of 
a loss than is generally realized, for rarely is a just claim satis- 
factorily settled and the stationer usually stands the damage 
as well as the freight on the bottles broken There has been 
an extraordinary amount of breakage in the past few months 
which may be definitely attributed to the irresponsible em- 
ployees of the railroad and other transportation companies. Of 
late, it is admitted that much inexperienced help has been hired 
with the result that freight packages are careless'y handled 
Ink and mucilage are no exception and do not receive the car 
which the nature of such merchandise demands. 

All claims for breakage or shortage, no matter how small, 
should be pushed to a satisfactory settlement This may cost 
much time and trouble through “red tape’’ methods and per- 
haps be more costly to adjust than the claim is worth, but nev- 
ertheless, no claim should be overlooked or neglected. 

If the stationer would carefully follow up the smallest claim, 
as well as all other it would result, we are quite sure, in 
lessening the losses and also the trouble of making the claims,

hibitive in cost, inasmuch as we have had several new price 
lists of varying advances since our last convention 


Several manufacturers have seen the light and have changed 
their lists, namely, the Globe-Wernicke Company, Weis Manu 


facturing Compan Wabash Cabinet Company, and the Stee 


Equipment Corporation, and several others have signified their 


intention to change their list prices in the near future 


Several attempts were made to arrange a conference between 
a committee fron the manufacturers and your committee to 
discuss this phase of the question, but we were unable to bring 
about such a conference 

Your committee feels that the experience of the past vear has 
demonstrated the wisdom of the action of this body a year ag 
It '* realized that all manufacturers cannot make the same 
grade of good with the same list and subject to the same di 
count Such a condition of affairs would practically eliminate 
competition and salesmanship would not cut much of a figure 
It is true, however, that a hardship is worked upon the dealer 
who is endeavoring to maintain a strictly list price when he 


goes up against competition which offers a discount from the 


list, no matter what he net price may he

No purchasing department of a large institution would con 
sider themselves efficient if they paid the full printed list price 
for a commodity The proposition is always brought up: ““What 
is the price to us? We buy a lot of these goods, and if they 
are quoted a discount on a similar line from one dealer they 
expect some kind of a concession from the list price from all 
dealers; and at the present list it is impossible to give a d 
count and leave a profit 

The increasing cost of overhead, higher wages being de- 
manded by the salesmen, and increased competition all indicate 
that the discount should be made higher The service being 
demanded also becomes greater each vear, and this is perhap 
the fault of the dealers who do a great deal of gratuitous work 
to please their trade. For instance, a concern purchases an extra 
filing section to be set into the old file This means that two 
experienced men must deliver the case, take down the old file 
and set the new section in the stack. Or perhaps a section must 


be added in the middle of a row of vertical files and the entire 


stack moved over to make room for it and then put back in 
place and squared up 


The abuse of the returned goods privilegs a’so, must not be 
overlooked We feel that this costly item of expense has not 


been sufficiently emphasized in the past, and believe that it 
should be eliminated as much as possible. How often do we 
have to bring back goods for credit that have been ordered 
without authority, or because someone ordered the wrong siz 
or style, and as these goods often suffer damage while being 
returned there is frequently a depreciation in price 

These are mighty serious questions, gentlemen, which should 
have full consideration \ plan should be worked out whereby 
there can be some uniformity of action by the dealers with 


reference to charges for service, etc., just as there must be uni

Unfortunately, too, it seems to be the case that a large 
percentage of those whose duties require either all, or a 
portion of their time on correspondence matters, un- 
trained as most of them are in this important subject, are 
unfitted to conduct it efficiently.

f irritation, peevishness, sarcasm or 


letters is the spirit 
harsh criticism. Human nature seems to be such that if 
there is anything of that sort in a letter, the receiver of 
it takes from it a great deal more of the irritation than 
the writer intended, and the result is that his whole atti- 
tude not only as to his own part in any of the correspond- 
ence relating thereto, but his action in regard to the basic 
subject of discussion is affected thereby. Thus, the speak 
er has made it a rule to discourage, even among shop 
departments, letters of this nature 

In a word, the first essential is an “even keel” on the 
part of the correspondents themselves. Certainly it is not 
to the best interests of business to thrust our frailties in 
correspondence We can make our letters more forceful 
and effective without the introduction of “spleen,” yet this 
thoroughly detrimental fault is exceedingly common 

In the latter three classes of correspondence previously 
referred to, viz., between the various office departments, 
between office departments and the manufacturing depart 


ments, and between the various departments of the manu 


facturing end, the greatest need, in the speaker's opinion 
is standardization, and the use of established forms. In 
many lines of business, where a thorough study of these 
classes of correspondence has not been made, a large sav- 
ing in money, time and energy can be made, by elim- 


inating the needless typing of names, titles, addresses and
